"Some observations. To many quick mic 
button thumbs, including my own. Difficult 
for people to break in during times the repeat- 
er is under group QSO type conditions. Suggest 
we let squelch tail drop and count to three or 
whatever, in any event make a conscious effort 
to allow a gap between '‘overs'. I don't feel 
complete station identification is necessary 
during each ‘over’ either. Sounds ridiculous 
and is time consuming when there are four sta- 
tions with calls of interminable length. 

After establishing contact on a repeater 
frequency, if within range, a simplex 
frequency could always be utilized to con- 
tinue. Certainly during an emergency call all 
stations other than those involved should 
stand by and be silent”.

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AN OPEN LETTER 


As many of you know, there has been a con- 
tinuing controversy between the Rocky Ridge 
Repeater Group (RRRG) and Mount Diablo Repeater 
Assoc. (MDRA, (K6POU/R group)). In recent weeks 
communications have been reestablished between 
RRRG & MDRA and, hopefully, peaceful coexist- 
ence Will be established in the near future. 

As a result of being rather heavily involved 
in recent meetings with the MDARC Board, RRRG 
and MDRA, I have thought quite a bit about the 
relationship of MDARC and all local repeater 
groups. The following is my view, and does not 
necessarily state the views of the MDARC Board 
of Directors, RRRG or anyone else. 

I propose that RRRG become an independent 
repeater group instead of a committee of MDARC. 
This would allow RRRG to function independently 
and MDARC membership would not be a requirement 
for RRRG membership. 

The repeater group became a committee of 
MDARC in 1965, and WR6AHK (initially W6CX) has 
been the club repeater since that time, how- 
ever, many changes have occurred in VHF/UHF 
over the years. RRRG now has over 100 members

HR REPORT 


A Florida Amateur Was Convicted May 8th on 
charges resulting from his interfering with the 
control and autopatch functions of a Miami area 
repeater. Armando M. Rodriguez, WDYFPY, was 
convicted of violating Florida Statute 365-16, 
which makes it a crime to place anonymous tele- 
phone calls to harass or annoy another. 

Ihe Disruptive Phone Calls had been plaguing 
the SIRA repeater, WDYESB, since early last 
year, even though the control and autopatch 
numbers were unlisted. Southern Bell security 
people began their investigation October 4th, 
and in less than a month confirmed WDIFPY's 
involvement. Sophisticated call-tracing equip- 
ment was used for the investigation, during 
which the SIRA numbers were changed several 
times. 

six Months Probation and a $250.00 fine were 
levied against WDYFPY by Judge Gerald Klein of 
the County Court of the 1ith Judicial Circuit 
of Florida, after SIRA officials told the judge 
they did not want to see him jailed. Southern 
Bell technical people were joined by WA4ZZG, 
WD4JTE, and WAYTCO as prosecution witnesses.
